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CHAPTER 30.
VIRGINIA LEAD-BASED PAINT ACTIVITIES REGULATIONS.

PART I.
SCOPE.

18 VAC 15-30-10. Scope.

This chapter contains procedures and requirements for the accreditation of lead-
based paint activities training programs and providers;; procedures and requirements for
the eertification licensure of individuds and firms engaged in lead-based paint activities
in_taget housng and child-occupied facilities;; and standards for performing such
activities  This chapter is applicable to dl individuads and firms who are engaged in lead-
based paint activities as defined in 18 VAC 15-30-20, except persons who perform these
activities within resdences which they own, unless the resdence is occupied by a person
or persons other than the owner or the owner's immediate family while these activities are
being conducted or a child resding in the building has been identified as having an
elevated blood-lead leve.

PART II.
DEFINITIONS AND GENERAL REQUIREMENTS.

18 VAC 15-30-20. Definitions.

The folowing words and terms, when used in this chapter, shdl have the
following meaning unless the context dearly indicates otherwise:

"Abatement” or “abatement project” means aly measure or set of measures
designed with the expressed purpose of reducing or to permanently dimiate diminging

Ieed—based pant or Iead based pant hazards m—eeeeFdaqee—Wlth—standaFds—pFepml—by

Abatement includes, but is not I|m|ted to

1. The removd of lead-based pant, lead-contaminated soil and lead-
contaminated dudt, the containment or encgpsulation of lead-based paint, the
replacement of lead-painted surfaces or fixtures, and the—remeval—er covering
of lead-contaminated soil-; and

2. All preparation, cleanup, disposal, and post-abatement clearance testing
activities associated with such measures.  Abatement—shall—be—presumed—for
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3. Specificdly, abatement indludes, but is not limited to:

a. Lead-based pant activities for which there is a written contract or other
documentation, which provides that an individud or firm will be
conducting activities in_or to a resdentid dwdling or child-occupied
fadility thet:

1. Shdl result in the pamanent dimination of lead-based paint hazards;
or

2. Are desgned to permanently diminate lead-based paint hazards and
are described in paragraphs 1 and 2 of this subsection.

b. Lead-based pant activities reaulting in the permanent diminaion of lead-
based pant hazards, conducted by firms or individuds licensed in
accordance with this chapter, unless such projects are covered by
paragraph 4 of this subsection.

c. Lead-based paint activities resulting in the permanent dimination of lead-
based paint hazards, unless such projects are covered by paragraph 4 of
this subsection, or

d. Lead-based paint activities reaulting in the permanent diminaion of lead-
based paint hazards, that are conducted in response to State or loca
abatement orders.

lead-based—paint—hazards: Abatement does not include renovation, remodeling,

landscaping or other activities, when such activities are not designed to
permanetly diminate lead-based paint hazards, but instead, are designed to
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repair, restore, or remodd a given dructure or dwelling, even though these
ativities may incdentdly result in a reduction or dimination of lead-based
pant hazards. Furthermore, abatement does not include interim controls,
operations and  maintenance activities, or  other measures and  activities
designed to temporarily, but not permanently, reduce lead-based paint
hazards.

"Accredited lead traning program” means a eourse—ofagruction—which traning

program that has been approved by the department board to provide training for
individuas pertinent-te engaged in lead-based paint activities.

“Accredited lead training provide™” means a firm, individud, sae or locd
government, or nonprofit training program that has met the requirements of this chapter
and has been approved by the board to offer an accredited lead training program.

"Appllcant" means any person, as-defined-by854-1-500-cf the Code-ef\irginia,
defined in this chapter who has applied for but has not been granted an interim

cerification license, a eedification license or gpprova as an accredited lead traning

program or provider by the department board.

“Child-occupied facility” means a building, or portion of a building, congructed

prior to 1978, visted regularly by the same child, six years of age or under, on a least
two different days, within any week (Sunday through Saturday period), provided that
each day's vigt lads at least three hours and the combined weekly vidt lasts six_hours,
and the combined annud vidts lag a leest 60 hours. Child-occupied fadilities may
include, but are not limited to, day-care centers, preschools and kindergarten classrooms.

“Clearance levds’ means vdues tha indicate the maximum amount of lead
permitted in dust on a surface following completion of an abatement activity.

"Common aed’ means a portion of a building generdly accessble to Al
residentsiusers occupants, induding, but not limited to, hdlways, sarways, laundry and
recreationa rooms, playgrounds, community centers, garages and boundary fences.

"Component or building component” means specific design or sructurd dements
or fixtures of a building or resdentid dwdling or child-occupied facility which are
disinguished from each other by form, function, and location. These include, but are not
limited—to, interior components such as celings, crown molding; wals, chair rals, doors,
door trim; floors, fireplaces, radiaors and other hedting units, shelves, shelf supports,
dar treads, dar risers, dair stringers, newe podts, raling caps, bausirades, windows
and trim, including sashes, window heeds, jambs, dlls, and dools, and troughs, built-in
cabinets, columns, beams, bathroom vanities, counter tops and ar conditioners, and
exterior components such as painted roofing, chimneys, flashing, gutters and downspouts,
calings, <offits, facias, rake boards, corner-boards, bulkheads, doors and door trim,
fences, floors, joidts, lattice work, ralings and raling cgps, sding, handralls, dar risers
and treads, dtair dringers, columns, bausrades, window slls, casings, sashes—and wells,
dools and troughs; and air conditioners.
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“Contanment” means a process to protect workers and the environment by
controlling exposures to the lead-contaminated dust and debris created during an
abatement.

“Course agenda’ means an outline of the key topics to be covered during a
training course, induding the time dlotted to teach each topic.

“Course tet” means an evduaion of the ovedl efectiveness of the traning
which shdl test the trainees knowledge and retention of the topics covered during the
course.

"Coure test blue print" means written documentation ef identifyi the
proportion of course test questions devoted to each mgor topic in the course
curriculum.

"Depatment” means the Department of Professond and Occupational Regulation
Or any SUCCESSOr agency.

"Deteriorated pant” means pant whieh that is cracking, flaking, chipping, o
peding or otherwise separating from a the underlying building component.

"Discipline’ means one of the specific types or categories of lead-based paint
aetivity activities enumerated edablished in this chepter for which individuds must
recelve training from accredited lead training providers, as defined in this chapter, and
become ecexdified licensed by the depadment board. For example, "lead abatement

worker inr-commercia-buildings-and-sdperstructures’ isadiscipline.

"Didinct pantlng hISIOI‘y' means the—#eeepd—ef—qspheaken—ever—ume—ef—pant—ep
e gpplication hidory, as

|nd|cated by its visual appearance or a record of appllcatlon over time, of paint or other
surface coatings to a component or room.

“Documented methodologies’ means methods or protocols used to sample for the
presence of lead in paint, dust, and soil.

“Elevated blood-lead bve (EBL)” means an excessve absorption of lead that is a
confirmed concentration of lead in whole blood of 20 no/dl (micrograms of lead per
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deciliter of whole blood) for a single venous test or of 15-19 ng/dl in two consecutive
tedts taken three to four months apart.

“Encapsulant” means a substance that forms a barier between lead-based paint
and the ewironment usng a liquid-applied coating (with or without reinforcement
materids) or an adhesvaly bonded covering materid.

“Endosure’ means the use of rigid, durable condruction materids that are

mechanicaly fastened to the substrate in order to act as a barrier between lead-based
paint and the environment.

"EPA" means the United States Environmenta Protection Agency.

“Anancid _interest” means financid benefit accruing to an individud or to a
member_of his immediae family. Such interest shdl exist by reason of (i) ownership in a
busness if the ownership exceeds three percent of the total equity of the business, (ii)
annua_gross income that exceeds, or may be reasonably anticipated to exceed, $1,000.00
from owneship in red or pesona propety or a busness, (iii) sday, other
compensation, fringe benefits, or benefits from the use of property, or a combination
thereof, paid or provided by a business that exceeds or may reasonably be expected to
exceed $1,000.00 annuadly, or (iv) ownership of red or persond property if the interest
exceeds $1,000.00 in vaue.

"Hrm" means any company, patnership, corporation, sole proprietorship,
association, or other business entity.

“Guest indructor” means an individud dedgnated by the training program
manager or principd ingtructor to provide ingruction specific to the lecture, hands-on
activities, or work practice components of a course.

"Hands-on ills assessment” means an evaudion which tests the trainees ability

to stidactorily perform specified the work practices and procedures satisfactorily
identified in this chapter, as well as any other skills taught in atraining course,

"Hazardous waste' means any waste as defined in 40 CFR 261.3.
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"HUD" means the United Saes Depatment of Housng and Urban
Development.

“Individud" means a dSngle human beng, not a firm or other group or
organization.

"Initid  courss"  er—initid—training—program™ means the course of indruction
edablished by this chepter to prepare an individua for eedtification licensure in a sngle

discipline.

"Ingoection” means a surface-by-surface invedtigation fer to  determine the
presence _of |ead- based p_aint ) Hi | icl

"Interim controls' means a set of measures designed to reduee temporarily reduce
human exposure or likey exposure to lead-based paint hazards, including specidized
cleeaning, repars, mantenance, panting, temporary containment, ongoing monitoring of
lead-based paint hazards or potentid hazards, and the establishment and operation of
management and resident education programs.

“Interim__licens8’” means the daus of an individud who has successfully
completed the appropriate training program in_a discipline from an accredited lead
training provider, as defined by this chapter, and has applied to the board, but has not yet
recaved a formd license in tha discipline from the board. Each interim license expires
sx_months after the completion of the training program, and is equivdent to a license for
the Sx-month period.

“Lead-based paint” means paint or other surface coatings that contain lead equd

to or in excess of 1.0 milligrams per sgquare centimeter or more than 0.5 percent by
weight.
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"Lead-based pant activities' means Qe—m—the—em‘—ef—mga—lqeusmg risk
assessment, inspection, planning, project desigang desgn and abatement as defined in
thls chaoter that affects or relates to target housng and child- occupled faalltlesaqd-@—m

“Lead-based paint hazard” means any condition that causes exposure to lead from
lead-contaminated dugt, lead-contaminated soil, or lead-contaminated pant tha is
deteriorated or present in accessible surfaces, friction surfaces, or impact surfaces that
would result in adverse human hedth effects as identified by EPA, pursuant to Toxic
Substances Control Act (TSCA) section 403.

“Lead-contaminated dust” means surface dust in resdentia dwdlings, or child-
occupied facilities that contains an area or mass concentration of lead a or in excess of
levels identified by EPA, pursuant to TSCA section 403.

"Lead-contaminated s0il" means bare soil on resdentid or red property and on
the property of a child-occupied real—property fadlity that contains lead a or in excess of
the levels determined—to—be—-hazardous identified by EPA, te—be-hazardeus pursuant to
Toxic Substances Control Act (TSCA) section 403.

“Lead-hazard screen” means a limited risk assessment  activity  that  involves
limited paint and dust sampling as defined in this chapter.

“Licensed lead dbatement supervisor” or “lead supervisor” means an individud
who has met the requirements of this chapter, and has been licensed by the board to
supervise and conduct  abatements, and to prepare occupant protection plans and
abatement reports.

“Licensed lead abatement worker” or “lead worker” means an individual who has
met the reguirements of this chapter and has been licensed by the board to peform
abatements under the supervison of alicensed lead supervisor.

“Licensed lead ingpector” or “lead ingpector” means an individud who has met
the reguirements of this chapter, and has been licensed by the board to conduct lead
ingpections. A licensed ingpector may adso sample for the presence of lead in dust and
soil for the purposes of abatement clearance testing.

“Licensed lead abatement contractor” or “lead contractor” means a firm which
has met the reguirements of this chapter, and has been issued a license by the board to
perform lead-based paint activities.

“Licensed lead project desgne” or “lead project desgne” means an individud
who has met the requirements of this chapter, and has been licensed by the board to
prepare abatement project designs, occupant protection plans, and abatement reports.
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“Licensed lead risk assessor” or “lead risk assessor” means an individual who has
met the requirements of this chapter, and has been licensed by the board to conduct lead
ingpections and risk assessments. A licensed risk assessor may dso sample for the
presence of lead in dust and soil for the purposes of abatement clearance testing.

"Living ared’ means any areas of a target—heusing—unit—mes—often—freguented-by
children—underthe-age-of-6-resdentid dwelling used by one or more children age sx ad
under, induding, but not limited to, living rooms, kitchen areas, dens, play rooms and
children's bedrooms.

“Multi-family  dwdling” means target houdng that contans more than one
sparae resdentid dwdling unit, in which one or more units is used or occupied, or
intended to be used or occupied, in whole or in part, as the home or residence of one or

more persons.

"OSHA" means the U-S: United States Department of Labor, Occupational Safety
and Hedlth Adminigration.

“Paint in poor condition” neans more than ten square feet of deteriorated paint on
exterior _components with large surface areas, or _more than two sguare feet of
deteriorated paint _on interior components with large surface areas (eq. walls, callings,
floors, doors); or more than ten percent of the tota surface area of the component is
deteriorated on the interior or exterior components with smal surface area (eg. window
slls, baseboards, soffits, trim).

“Permanently covered oil” means soil which has been separated from _human
contact by the placement of a barier congsting of solid, rdatively impermeable materid,
such as pavement or concrete.  Grass, mulch and other landscaping materids are not
cons dered permanent covering.

“Parson” means any  naurd  or  judicid  person induding any individud,
corporation, partnership, or asociation; any Indian Tribe, State or politicd  subdivison
thereof; any interdae body; and any depatment, agency, or insrumentdity of the federd
government.

"Principd indructor" means the individud who has the primary responshbility for
organizing and delivering teaching a particular course.
“Project design” means any descriptive form written as indructions or drafted as a

plan describing the congtruction or set-up of a lead abatement project area and work
practices to be utilized during the lead abatement project.
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"Recognized laboratory” means any environmenta laboratory recognized by the
EPA as being capable of performing an anaysis for lead compounds in pant, soil, and
dust.

“Reduction” means measures designed to reduce or diminate human exposure to
lead-based paint hazards through methods including interim controls and abatement.

"Refresher coursg” or "refresher training program” means the course of accredited
ingruction established by this chapter which must be periodicaly completed as set out in
this chapter to maintain an individud's eextification license in asngle discipline.

"Regulant” means any person, as defined by 8 54.1-500 of the Code of Virginia,
who is has been issued and holds a currently vaid a eedification license or_an gpprovad
by the board as an accredited lead training program or accredited lead training provider
under this chapter.

"Resdentid dweling® means (i) target housng that is a detached dnge-family

dwedling, including attached structures such as porches and stoops or (ii) target housing
that is a angle-family dweling unit in a dructure that contains more than one separate
resdentid dwelling unit, which is used or occupied, or intended to be used or occupied,
inwhole or in part, as the home or residence of one or more individuds.

eptlens (i) an or‘rste mvesthatlon to daermlne the e><|stence nature severlty and
location of lead-based paint hazards, and (ii) the provision of a report by the individud
or_the firm conducting the risk assessment, explaining the results of the investigation and
options for reducing lead-based hazards.

"Traning manager™ means the individud responsble for adminigering a training

"Visud inspection for clearance tesing’ means the visud examination of the
abatement—site a resdentid dweling or a child-occupied fecility following an abatement
aemn—ter—eﬁdeqee—tha to determine whether or_not th abatement has been successfully

"Visud ingpection for risk assessment” means the visud examindion ef—a—unit of
a resdentid dwelling or a child-occupied facility to lecate determine the existence of
deteriorating—paint deteriorated lead-based paint or other potential sources of lead-based
paint hazards.

"Window slII" means the portion of the horizontad window ledge that protrudes
into the interior of the room and is adjacent to the window sash when the window is
closed.

"Window gool" means the flat, horizontad molding fitted over the window sll, on
the window interior, between jambs, which comes in contact with the bottom of the rall
of the lower operating sash and the window sill.

"Window wdl" means the portion of the horizontd widew window sll that
recaives the window sash when the window is closed, often located between the storm
window and the interior window sash.

B. All eertifications licenses must be specific for the discipline being performed.

C. The department board dhdl issue a eertification license as a lead abatement
firm, lead abatement supervisor, lead abatement worker, lead ingpector,
technician,—nspectorflead risk assessor, or plannerlead project designer to any
person who applies and meets the qualifications specified in this chepter and
who is not otherwise in violaion of this chapter.

18 VAC 15-30-40. Accreditation required.

B. Accredited lead traning programs providers shdl offer and provide enly
training only for the disciplines for which they are gpproved.

C. The department board shdl approve an accredited lead training program for
ay firm which gpplies and meets the qudifications specified in this chapter
and who is not otherwise in violation of this chapter.

18 VAC 15-30-41. Waiver of the requirements of this chapter.

Except as reguired by law, the board may, in its reasonable discretion, waive any
of the requirements of this chapter when in its judgement it finds that the waver in no
way lessens the protection provided by this chapter and Title 54.1 of the Code of Virginia
Tonly o the public hedth, safety and wedfare. The burden of proof which demongrates
continued public _protection rests with the paty requesting the waver.  Documents
referenced are in effect as they existed as of the date the act or action has occurred.

PART II1.
APPLICATION AND RENEWAL REQUIREMENTS.

18 VAC 15-30-50. Generd.
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A. Individdds—and—firms Each person desiring to be issued a eertification license

or accredltatlon shdl aoply on forms sappheel provided by the department. Al

B. Individua applicants shal be at least eighteen (18) years of age.

C. Fhe Each gpplication shdl be completed according to the ingructions provided

with the gpplication form and shall be accompanied by the fee established in 18
VAC 15-30-160 of this chapter. Incomplete applications will shdl not be
returned—to—the—applicant;—fees—shallhetberefunded processed by the board.
Application fees pay the board's cods to evauate applications and shall not be
refunded.

D. The gpplicant shdl disdose the following information aout himsdf in the

case of an individud, or about the firm and every member of the responsible
management of the firm in the case of afirm:

1. A conviction in any jurisdiction of any felony.

2. A conviction in any juridiction of any misdemeanor involving lying,
cheating and deding, or of any misdemeanor for activities carried out
while engaged in the practice of environmenta remediation.

3. Any disciplinary action taken in another jurisdiction in connection with
the applicant's environmentd remediation practice including, but not
limted to, morgtary pendties, fines, suspenson, revocaion, or
surrender of alicensein connection with adisciplinary action.

4. Any current or previoudy hed cetifications, accreditations or licenses
Issued by Virginiaor any other jurisdiction.

E. Subject to he provisions of §854.1-204 of the Code of Virginia, Fhe the board

may deny any application for eertification licensure or aeeredited accreditation
as a lead traning pregram provider when any of the parties listed above has
have been convicted of any offense listed in this subsection or been the subject
of any disciplinary action listed in this subsection or been the subject of any
disciplinary action liged in sdbsection—3—subdivison 3 of subsection D of this

section. Any plea of nolo contendere shal be considered a conviction for the

purposes of thls subsectlon Ihe—%e@—ef—a—eenweﬂen—er—a—dmphnay—aeﬂen

the—jwmwen—mmae—eenweted—er—d&Lpuned—A certified copy of a flnd
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order, decree or case decison by a court or regulatory agency with the lawful
authority to issue such order shdl be admissble as prima facie evidence of

such conviction or discipline.

F. The Each gpplicant shdl disclose his physicd address for al licenses or
accreditations. A post office box shal not be acceptable,

G. The receipt of an application and the depost of fees by the board ir-re-way
does not indicates approva by the department board.

H. Traning requirements shadl be verified by submittd to the board of the training
cartificate issued by the accredited lead training provider for that course.

|. Education reguirements shal be veified by submittd to the board on the
Degree Verification Form sent directly from the schoal.

J. Experience reguirements shdl be verified by resumes, letters of reference, or
documentation of work experience.

K. All persons seeking licensure or accreditation by the board shdl have al
necessary occupational or professiond licenses as required by Virginia Satute
and loca ordinance to transact the business of ther professon and shdl meet
the requirements of this chapter.
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18 VAC 15-30-100. Expiration.

A. Interlm certifications licenses sdl explre ax months aﬁteqhe—date—eﬁ

pot—be renenable from the last day of the month durlnq which the individud

completed the board approved initid or refresher accredited lead training
program required by Part IV (18 VAC 15-30-170 et. seq.) of this chapter
regardless of the date on which the board received the application for initid
licensure or the date the board issued the license.

Ilcensa shdl not be renewed or extended.
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C. Individud eedifications licenses shdl expire 12 months from the last day of
the month wherein the individud completed the initid training program or
refresher training program required by Part IV (18 VAC 15-30-170 et seq.) of
this chapter was-completed, regardiess of the date on which the board received
the application for individua eerification licensure was—received or the date
the eertification—was board issued by the department license. In no case shdl
an individud eerification license expire later than the last day of the month
which is 36 months after the date the individua completed the initid training
program or most recent refresher training program was-corpleted.

D. Contractor eextifications licenses shal expire 12 months from the last day of
the month wherein issued.

E. Accredited lead traning program programs approvd shdl expire 24 months

from the last day of the month wherein granted—interim—approva—or the board
granted approva by-the department.

18 VAC 15-30-110. Refresher training and individua eertitication license renewdl.

A. Regulaits dedring to mantan an individud eedification license ghdl
satidfactorily complete the refresher traning progran edtablished by this
chapter and assure that the departmedt board receives documentation of
satisfactory completion no later than the lagt day of the month which is 36
months &fter the date of completion of the initid training program or refresher
training program established by Pat IV (18 VAC 15-30-170 et q.) of this
chapter and not less often than once each 36 months thereafter. In the case of
a proficiency based course completion, refresher training is required every 60
months instead of 36 months.

B. The depatment board dhdl renew an individud eertification license for an
additiona 12 months upon receipt of a renewd gpplication and fee in
compliance with 18 VAC 15-30-140 and 18 VAC 15-30-160 of this chapter,
provided that the regulant has complied with subsection A of this section. In
no case shall an individud eedification license expire later than the last day of
the month which is 36 months, or in the case of proficiency based course 60
months, after the initid traning program or most recent refresher training
program was completed.

18 VAC 15-30-120. Certified Licensed contractor renewal.

The department board shdl renew a contractor eedification license for an
additiona 12 months upon recept of a renewd application and the renewd fee in
compliance with 18 VAC 15-30-140 and 18 VAC 15-30-160 of this chapter.

18 VAC 15-30-130. Accredited training program renewal.
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A. Accredited lead traning programs providers dedring to mantan  ther

approval of their accredited lead training program shdl cause the deparment

board to receive the falowing statementprovided-for--18-VVAGC-15-30-320-A-
ofthis-chapter—no later than 36 48 months after the date of initid gpprova and
not |ess often than once each 36 48 months thereefter:

e. Therecord keeping requirements of this chapter will be followed.

. The department board shdl renew an accredlted lead traini ng program for an
